ference of Home Service 
Directors

the care of dependent 
families of 
koldiers, there will be need for other 
than material 
aid which the

Cross plans 
to provide. 
It will be

ilies medical and legal aid together

Senator Watson denied the charge 
of Glass that he accused the presi- 
dent' with treachery in asking con- j 
gress to declare war on Germany. 


A statement printed in Washing-! 


ton dispatches this morning, which 
reveals that his Virginia speech was j 
practically the same as the one de> j 
livere'd here, is as follows: : 


"I did not accuse the presidentvof'
